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Butter Policy 
Helps Margarine 


The Ontario Creamery Associ- 
ation's demand for a lécent ex- 
cise tax on margarine should 
receive short shrift at Ottawa. 
It comes at a time when reduc- 
tion of the basic excise tax 
from 15 to 10 per cent is report- 
ed to be under consideration by 
the Dominion Gbvernment as 
one possible means of reducing 
the national price structure to 
fevels which would make Cana- 
dian exports moye acceptable 
abroad. But the major argu- 
ment against the creamery as- 
sociation’s resolution is that it 
seeks to use a revenue tax as 
a device to protect high prices 
for butter and other dairy 
products. 


High costs of the creamery 
industry in Ontario are not all 
to be laid at the doors of farm- 
ers and the processors of mill. 
Feed prices are unneecessarily 
high by reason of subsidies 
which confirm the uneconomic 
production and distribution of 
fodder grains. Dairymen also 
are handicapped by the high 
cost of labor, following their in- 
ability to obtain experienced 
help. The national immigration 
policy ignores the special labor 
requirements of this branch of 
agriculture, in spite of the 
avail-ability of suitable help at 
reasonable wages from many 
overseas sources, 


Nevertheless, the prospective 
“surplus of _ thirtys million 
pounds of unsold butter by next 
spring is the direct result of ex- 
isting special protection which 
the ndustry already enjoys at 
the public expense. The Do- 
sold butter in at 58 cents a 
minion Government buys un- 
pound and puts it in storage to 
keep it off the market. . This 
created a recent Toronto price 
to wholesalers a fraction above 
60 cents a pound. Two addition- 
al price markups, by wholesale 
distributors and retailers, are 
added before the product finally 
weaches the consumer. Butter 
at this price cannot be exported 
because it cannot compete in 
overseas markets. And it is not 
competitive in the domestic 
floor price removes the necese- 
market because the 53-cent 
sity for competition. 


Margarine is competitive, re- 
tailing recently at from 32 cents 
a pound to around 45 cents, But 
it is competitve within the 
group of its producers, all of 
whose products are subject to 
the 10 per cent sales tax which 
butter does not bear. In the cir- 
cumstances, not only should the 
proposed excise levy on mar- 
garine be refused, but the sales 
fax on it should be removed. 


The spreads made from vege- 
table oils are not deleterious. 
They are an agricultural pro- 
duct which can be raised and 
marketed on a profitable basis. 
Such basic oils as are imported 
are brought abroad only be- 
cause they are not grown here. 
They enter into a valuable food 
butter prices are allowed to 
which is an alternative, but not 
a substitute, for butter. When

salees decline. 


What the floor price of 58 
cents a pound for butter is real- 
ly doing, therefore, is to pro- 
vide a guaranteed market for 
margarine, especially in low in- 
come homes with large fam- 
ilies. Farmers, creamery men 
and clear-headed ppliticians 
should combine jn demanding 
the remoyal of butter’s floor 
al dairy workers from overseas 
price, the provision of addition- 
and restoration of competition 
within the industry. Until these 
things are done, no addtional 
handicaps should be laid on 
margarine, and existing ones, 
such as the sales tax, should 
be repealed.
